THIS  collection  of  French  furniture  and  objects  of  art,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, was  formed  by  Mr.  Francis  Kleinberger  during  the  early  years  of 
the  present  century  and  remained  until  two  years  ago  in  his  apartment 
at  9  rue  de  PEchelle,  Paris.  Many  of  the  pieces  were  obtained  from  Messrs. 
Lucien,  Israel,  and  Eugene  Kraemer,  prominent  Paris  dealers  of  that  time,  and 
others  came  from  notable  private  collections.  Two  years  ago,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kleinberger  decided  to  give  up  the  Paris  apartment  and  moved  the  collection 
to  New  York. 

Notable  among  the  objects  of  art  are  the  three  bronze  groups  attributed 
to  Antoine  Coysevox,  prominent  sculptor  of  the  Louis  XIV  period,  whose 
work  perpetuates  the  Italian  tradition.  A  stucco  group,  La  Tendresse  Mater- 
nelle,  by  Jean  Baptiste  Carpeaux  is  an  object  of  great  beauty  and  illustrates 
this  prolific  and  skillful  artist  at  his  best.  Another  figure,  La  Pecheuse  de 
Vignots,  also  by  this  artist,  is  a  result  of  a  chance  meeting  of  Carpeaux  and  a 
Brittany  fishergirl  while  he  was  visiting  his  friend,  Alexandre  Dumas,  at 
Dieppe.  Both  of  these  figures,  and  also  a  bronze  dancing  figure,  are  from  the 
famous  Carpeaux  sale  held  in  Paris  in  191 3.  Among  the  ceramics,  the  beauty 
and  skill  of  the  Meissen  potters  working  under  the  patronage  of  the  courts 
of  Prussia  and  Saxony  are  evinced  by  four  candlesticks  [Numbers  35  and  36}; 
these  have  their  original  ormolu  bases,  which  render  them  exceedingly  rare. 

The  craftsmanship  of  Parisian  ebenistes,  enhanced  by  the  skill  of  tapestry 
weavers  of  Aubusson  and  Beauvais,  is  seen  in  the  fine  group  of  settees  and 
chairs  with  tapestry  coverings  designed  after  cartoons  by  Jean  Baptiste  Huet. 
In  particular,  the  three  settees  {Numbers  89,  90,  and  97}  are  very  fine  and 
are  attributed  to  Georges  Jacob.  Cabinets,  tables,  and  commodes  complete 
this  category  and  reflect  the  high  degree  of  quality  attained  by  marqueterie 
workers  of  the  Louis  XV  and  Louis  XVI  periods.
